John Lemon, husband of one of

Late Thursday after­ 
noon he was brought to Sullivan in a 
wagon by the sheriff and his deputies 
to be taken before the woman for 
further identification. 
The sheriff and his deputies attempt- 
cd to s ten I into town with their pris­ 
oner, but a mob of forty or fifty far­ 
mers, heavily armed, took the prisoner 
away from them, and started the in­ 
vestigation themselves.
